MOSCOW  (Reuter).  — Kremlin 
leader  Mikhail  Gorbachev  expects  a 
treaty  on  eliminating  superpower 
medium-  and  staorter-range  nuclear 
missiles  to  be  worked  out  by  the  end 
of  this  year. 

a In  comments  carried  by  the  offi- 
cial Tass  news  agency.  Gorbachev 
said  West  Germany’s  modified  posi- 
tion on  its  72  Pershing  1-A  missiles 
armed  with  U.S.-owned  nuclear 
warheads  had  improved  prospects 
for  the  pact. 

‘The  Soviet  Union  is  proceeding 
from  the  premise  that  a relevant 
treaty  oonld  be  worked  out  before 
the  end  of  the  current  year,"  Gorba- 
chev said. 

He  said  the  signing  of  a medrum- 
rtnge  treaty  would  be  a prehide  to  a 
breakthrough  on  cutting  Soviet  and 
U.S.,  strategic  weapons  by  SO  per- 
cent. ■- 

“An  accord  on  tbar  matter  could 
become  a reality  aseariy  as  the  first 
half  of  next  "year,”1  he  declared. 

Gorbachev  made  his  comments  in 
an  article  for  the  Communist  Party 
newspaper  Pravda  and  the  govern- 
ment newspaper  Izvestia  released 
ahead  of  publication  by  Tass. 

The  article  was  to  appear  on  the 
final  day  of  meetings  in  Washington 
between  Soviet  Foreign  Minister 
Eduard  Shevardnadze  and  U.S. 
Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz. 
Their  three  days  of  talks  focusing  on 
the  medium-range  arms  pact  began 
on  Tuesday. 

Gorbachev  said  the  Soviet  leader- 
ship believed  the  conclusion  of  an 
accord  to  eliminate  intermediate  nu- 
clear weapons  was  'possible  and  re- 
alistic'. "Much  has  been  said  about 
Jts  potential  advantages.  1.  will  not 
rrepeat  them,*'  he  said.

Woman  declared 
dead  survives 
to  give  birth 


BEERSHEBA  (Trim).—  A young 
woman  who  had  been  declared  clini- 
cally dead  in  the  fourth  month  of  her 
pregnancy  succeeded  last  week  in 
giving  birth  to  a healthy  boy  at  Sor- 
oka Hospital  here,  in  what  doctors 
described  as  a medical  miracle. 

Orit  Kikashvili,  26,  who  works  as 
1 a nurse  at  Soroka,  collapsed  while 
her  husband  was  driving  her  to  work 
five  months  ago  and  was  declared 
dead  on  arrival  at  the  hospital.  Doc- 
tors succeeded  in  reviving  her  and 
keeping  the  fetus  alive,  although  she 
remained  comatose  for  several  days. 

After  checking  that  the  foetus  was 
unharmed,  the  medical  staff  decided 
not  to  terminate  the  pregnancy.  Ki- 
kashvili gave  birth  last  Friday  by 
Caesarean  section.  Mother  and  son 
are  both  well.

Mubarak,  Hussein 
say  ‘no’  to  Shamir

Both  Egyptian  President  Hosm 
Mubarak  and  Jordan’s  King  Hus- 
sein have  rejected  recent  overtures 
by  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir 
for  a meeting  at  which  he  hoped  to 
persuade  them  of  the  benefits  of  a 
regional  “mini-conference"  for 
Middle  East  peace. 

The  two  Arab  leaders'  negative 
responses  were  conveyed  to  Shamir 
by  Romanian  President  Nicolae 
Ceausescu's  special  envoy,  Constan- 
tine Mi  tea,  who  had  talks  with  the 
prime  minister  and  his  staff  on  Mon- 
day and  Tuesday. 

They  told  Mi  tea  that  they  would 
be  willing  to  meet  with  Shamir  if  be  j 
agreed  to  the  concept  of  an  interna- 
tional peace  conference  attended  by  j 
the  five  permanent  members  of  the  i 
UN  Security  Council. 
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ceptsof  limited  use  of  nuclear  weap- 
ons and  the  so-called  ’controllable 
escalation’  of  a nuclear  conflict. 

Shultz  and  Shevardnadze  said 
yesterday,  meanwhile,  chat  their  ex- 
perts had  made  some  progress  on 
resolving  differences  on  arms  con- 
trol issues. 

The  two  ministers,  who  did  not 
specify  in  what  area  movement  oc- 
curred, spoke  to  reporters  .during 
the  second  day  of  their  talks. 

The  two  men  began  with  an  un- 
scheduled private  meeting  that  last- 
ed about  75  minutes  and  reviewed 
reports  from  their  experts,  who 
worked  late  on  Tuesday  night  to 
overcome  remaining  obstacles. 

They  then  moved  on  to  discuss 
regional  issues.  But  after  lengthy 
talks  Shevardnadze  told  The  Jerusa- 
lem Post  that  no  specific  progress 
bad  been  made  on  the  Middle  East. 

“I  wouldn't  say  there  has  been 
progress  but  in  general  terms  we 
talked  about  some  regional  issues 
.today  and  we'll  talk  about  some 
more  tomorrow,"  he  said. 

After  their  first  day  of  talks  on 
Tuesday,  Shultz  and  Shevardnadze 
sailed  off  into  the  sunset  (see  photo- 
graph page  three). 

Shevardnadze  and  his  wife  Hele- 
na hosted  a Potomac  River  cruise 
aboard  a 65-ft  U.S.  Navy  yacht, 
travelling  down  to  Mount  Vernon, 
the  plantation  home  of  George 
Washington. 

“How  are  you?  So  pleased  to  see 
you,”  Mrs  Shultz  told  Shevardnadze 
as  she  warmly  clasped  his  hand.

The  diminutive  Magarik,  28,  had 
benefited  from  early  release  from 
labour  camp  in  the  Omsk  region;  He 
had  been  arrested  in  March  35*86 
and  sentenced  to  three  years’  in  a 
labour  camp. 


Cabinet  plans  Pretoria  sanctions

The  inner  cabinet  yesterday  de- 
rided to  impose  10  specific  Common 
Market-type  sanctions  against  South 
Africa,  touching  on  “economic,  cul- 
tural, scientific,  sports  and  official” 
relations.  A complete  official  an- 
nouncement, detailing  the  new  mea- 
sures, will  be  published  by  the  Cabi- 
net Secretariat  “within  days,”  after 
the  South  African  government  and 
the  relevant  government  ministries 
have  been  notified.' 

The  South  African  ambassador 
■ was  subsequently  “summoned  to  Je- 
rusalem," in  the  words  of  a Foreign 
Ministry  official,  and  informed  of 
' the  decision  and  its  purport. 

Yesterday's  move  was  a follow-up 
to  the  inner  cabinet’s  decisions  of 
last  March  18,  which  included  a ban 
on  all  new  defence  contracts  with 
South  Africa  and  the  establishment 
of  an  interdepartmental  committee 
to  recommend  further  specific 
sanctions. 

The  sanctions  approved  yesterday 
at  the  recommendation  of  the  inter- 
departmental committee  headed  by 
Foreign  Ministry  political  director- 
general  Yossi  Beilin  include  a freeze 
of  iron  imports  at  the  present  level, 
non-export  to  South  Africa  of  oil 
products,  a ban  on  private  invest- 
ments and  a ban  on  third-party 
transactions  through  Israel  with 
South  Africa. 

The  ministers  decided  to  set  up  a 
special  fund  to  finance  the  training 
of  South  African  Blacks  and  Co- 
loureds in  Israel. 

The  inner  cabinet’s  decision  was 
announced  by  Foreign  Ministry 
spokesman  Ehud  Go!  after  the 


abrupt  cancellation  by  Prime  Minis- 
ter Shamir  of  two  scheduled  press 
conferences  by  BeDin  and  Cabinet 
Secretary  Etyaknn  Rubinstein.  The 
two  were  to  have  given  details  of  the 
inner  cabinet’s  decisions  in  separate 
conferences.  But  Shamir  reconsid- 
ered. apparently  because  he  felt  that 
giving  the  derisions  too  high  a pro- 
file would  unnecessarily  barm  rela- 
tions with  Pretoria. 

Gol  said  that  the  cancellation  of 
Beilin's  press  conference  was  due 
“to  technical  reasons."  and  refused' 
to  elaborate. 

Some  sources  yesterday  conjec- 
tured that  Shamir  was  persuaded  to 
cancel  the  press  conferences  by  a 
telephone  call  from  the  South  Afri- 
can ambassador. 

A Foreign  Ministry  official  said 
that  the  sanctions  decided  upon  con- 
formed to  the  EC  model,  which  was 
“milder"  than  the  sanctions  recently 
imposed  by  the  U.S.  and  the  Scandi- 
navian countries. 

The  six  inner  cabinet  ministers 
who  voted  for  the  sanctions  — three 
Likud  ministers  are  abroad  and  an- 
other, Minister-without-Portfolio 
Moshe  Arens,  recently  resigned  - 
also  decided  to  sever  all  sports  and 
cultural  contacts  with  South  Africa; 
to  ban  promotion  of  Israeli  tourism 
to  South  Africa  and  visits  by  Israeli 
officials;  and-  to  ban  government 
loans  to.  South  Africa  and  the  pur- 
chase of  Krugerrands  by  Israelis, 

A Foreign  Ministry  official  subse- 
quently said  that  Israel  views  these 
decisions  as  being  in  line  with  “the 
policy  towards  South  Africa  in  prac- 
tice in  the  Free  World... (Israel  has 
joined)  the  Western  democracies  m 
these  steps  against  South  Africa.” 

The  official  said  that  every  step 
decided  upon  was  examined  by  the 


inter-departmental  committee  and 
the  ministers  with  a view  to  the  fu- 
ture welfare  of  the  South  African 
Jewish  community.  “I  hope  and  be- 
lieve that  there  will  be  no  (negative) 
reaction  (by  the  South  African  au- 
thorities) towards  the  Jewish  com- 
munity," he  said. 

Post  Knesset  Correspondent  Ash- 
er Wallfish  adds: 

Likud  MR  Uzi  Landau  believes 
that  the  inner  cabinet’s  latest  deci- 
sion on  further  sanctions  against 
South  Africa  is  less  sweeping  than  it 
appears. 

“The  mere  feet  that  the  sanctions 
derision  flows  from  a consensus  be- 
tween the  Likud  and  the  Alignment 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  the 
measures  are  more  declarative  than 
substantive,"  Landau  told  The  Jeru- 
salem Post. 

‘‘This  is  what  I believe  but  I have 
no  proof,”  he  said. 

Landau  said  that  if  the  govern- 
ment has  taken  any  measures  injuri- 
ous to  Israel’s  trade  balance,  it  has 
made  a grave  mistake. 

Landau  said:“I  can  see  the  logic 
in  passing  decisions  calculated  to 
ward  off  external  criticism,  but  such 
decisions  should  not  entail  anything 
more  than  the  barest  minimum  of 
substance:" 

He  added:  “It  is  in  Israel's  inter- 
est to  preserve  ties  with  South  Afri- 
ca in  military  and  commercial  fields 
alike."  . 

“We  should  avoid  the  habit  of 
running  out  in  front  of  the  pack,”  be 
said. 

Landau  suggested  that  it  was  il- 
logical for  Israel  to  drop  connections 
with  South  Africa  in  the  sphere  of 
sport,  while  hoping  to  establish  such 
connections  with  countries  like  the 
Soviet  Union.

In  the  fiercest  clash  in  South 
Lebanon  since  the  Israeli  with- 
drawal in  1985,  three  IDF  sol- 
diers were  killed  and  four 
wounded  on  Tuesday  night.  The 
IDF  is  trying  to  determine 
whether  Syria  was  behind  the 
clash  near  Shab'a  in  the  Mount 
Hermon  area,  O/C  Northern 
Command  Yossi  Peled  said  last 
night. 

The  battle  took  place  under  un- 
usually difficult  conditions  in  the 
northern  sector  of  the  security  zone 
and  was  apparently  launched  by  the 
Lebanese  National  Resistance 
Front,  which  is  closely  connected 
with  Damascus  and  is  made  up  of 
pro-Syrian  groups.  According  to  re- 
ports from  Lebanon,  tbe  Democrat- 
ic Front  for  the  Liberation  of  Pales- 
tine was  also  involved. 

Military  sources  said  they  be- 
lieved that  this  was-the  first  time  the 
LNRF  had  been  involved  in  an  at- 
tack against  Israel. 

But  Peled  cautioned  that  “one 
mustn't  hasten  to  reach  conclu- 
sions.” 

A small  Givati  infantry  force, 
whose  members  had  joined  the  IDF 
only  a year  ago,  was  in  a wadi  in  the 
early  evening  on  a search  operation 
for  terrorists  attempting  to  infiltrate 
into  Israel,  a senior  IDF  officer  said. 

Tbe  force  had  been  surprised  by 
close  RPG  and  automatic  fire, 
which  instantly  killed  the  company 
commander,  Ronen  Weissman  of 
Moshav  Maslul.

. Peled  praised  the  soldiers  who 
continued  to  fight  and  did  not  aban- 


don their  wounded  comrades.  At 
times,  when  the  firing  abated,  they 
tried  to  tend  to  their  wounded  com- 
rades. he  said,  noting  that  the 
wounded  lay  for  several  hours  in  the 
battle  area  because  it  was  impossible 
to  evacuate  them.

Alex  Singer,  one  of  the  IDF  soldiers 
killed  yesterday  in  Lebanon,  died  on 
his  25th  birthday.  Born  in  Washing- 
ton in  1962,  he  first  came  here  in 
1973  on  a sabbatical  with  his  par- 
ents. The  family  remained  in  Israel 
for  four  years  before  returning  to  the 
United  States. 

Three  years  ago,  Alex  Singer  came 
back  to  Israel,  following  in  the  foot- 
steps of  a younger  brother  who  stud- 
ied at  the  Kibbutz  Ein  Tzurim  ulpan 
before  being  drafted  into  the  army. 
Alex  Singer  had  taken  longer  to  fol- 
low his  Zionist  leanings,  only  be- 
cause he  wasted  to  cofaplete  hb  ter- 
tiary studies  In  Sovietology  and 
Judaism  at  Cornell  University. 

Here,  he  joined  the  paratroopers 
and  was  later  an  officer  in  the  Givati 
Brigade.  He  elected  to  join  tbe  per- 
manent army,  and  because  he  was  a 
lone  soldier  without  a family  in  the 
country,  he  was  adopted  by  Yehuda 
Chen,  one  of  the  members  of  Kib- 
butz Ein  Tznrim.

Israel  to  bargain  on 
arms  sales  to  Saudia

Israel  will  continue  to  oppose 
U.S.  sales  of  sophisticated  weapon- 
ry to  Saudi  Arabia  and  tbe  Gulf 
states,  senior  poticy-makeis  decided 
yesterday.  But  officials  in  Jerusa- 
lem, taking  into  account  Washing- 
ton’s increasing  commitments  in  the 
Gulf  and  possible  military  develop- 
ments in  the  area,  said  that  it  was 
likely  that  Israeli  opposition  to  the 
sales  would  be  “bargained  down" 
and  that  the  Saudis  “in  the  end" 
would  receive  “some  arms.” 

There  are  “several  items"  in  the 
currently  mooted  U.S.  arms  pack- 
age to  the  Saudis  that  Israel  consid- 
ers “very  problematic"  and  a threat 
to  its  defence  interests,  said  one  se- 
nior official,  possibly  indicating  bow 
Israel  would  bargain  down  tbe  cur- 
rent package. 

Israeli  officials  reiterated  yester- 
day that  “Israel  opposes  all  arms 
sales  to  enemy  countries,  such  as 
Saudi  Arabia  and  Jordan.” 

Tbe  assessment  in  Jerusalem  is 
that,  as  in  the  past,  Israel  is  capable 
of  mustering  sufficient  congressio- 
nal support  to  torpedo  the  Reagan 
administration's  intended  sales  — 
but  that  doing  so  might  be  counter- 


productive in  the  long  run,  given 
Washington's  current  commitments 
and  Israel’s  military  and  financial 
needs  in  the  wake  of  the  scrapping 
of  the  Lavi. 

Israel  must  thus  tread  a cautious 
path  between  not  alienating  Ihe  ad- 
ministration and  preventing  the  sup- 
ply to  Saudi  Arabia  and,  later,  Jor- 
dan of  weapons  that  will  seriously 
threaten  its  security. 

Assistant  Secretary  of  State  Rich- 
ard Murphy  earlier  this  week  infor- 
mally notified  a subcommittee  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  that  the 
administration  was  considering  a 
major  sale  of  weapons  — including 
F-15  aircraft  and  Maverick  and 
Stinger  missiles  - to  Saudi  Arabia, 
Oman  and  other  American-aligned 
Gulf  states.

U.S.  Jewish  community  hails 
dosing  down  of  PLO  office

WASHINGTON.  - Jewish  leaders 
yesterday  welcomed  the  State  De- 
partment’s decision  to  dose  the  in- 
formation office  of  the  FLO  in 
Washington  and  said  they  would 
abandon  their  bid  for  congressional 
legislation  to  ban  the  PLO’s  New 
York  office. 

Morris  Abram,  chairman  of  die

Refuge  camp 
under  curfew

A curfew  was  damped  yesterday 
on  the  Balata  refugee  camp  in  Nab- 
lus when  scattered  disturbances 
broke  out  in  the  aftermath  of  Tues- 
day's kBHng  of  a 12-year-old  boy 
during  a wave  of  unrest  in  the  area. 

Military  sources  said  the  curfew 
was  imposed  after  youths  in  the 
camp  threw  stones  at  troops  in  sever- 
al locations.

Navon  again  threatens 
to  resign  over  budget

Education  Minister  Yitzhak  Navon  last  night  appeared  to  be  gearing 
iqj  for  a battle  royal  over  education  spending,  warning  for  the  second 
time  this  month  that  he  would  quit  if  his  ministry’s  budget  were  cut.

On  Monday  he  told  the  Committee  of  University  Heads  that  his 
ministry  was  prepared  to  support  their  institutions  to  the  tune  of  $6 
million  in  a tad  to  stop  them  from  going  ahead  with  plans  to  charge 
students  a tuition  fee  of  NIS  3,000.  “Earlier,  the  government  had 
offered  us  only  $4m.,”  said  a spokeswoman  for  the  university  chiefs.

Earlier  yesterday,  an  Iraqi  mili- 
tary spokesman  accused  Iran  of 
shelling  Basra  and  warned  . the  Iraqi 
Air  Force  would  level  entire  Iranian 
cities  if  the  bombardment  did  not 
stop. 

The  secretary  general  tried  to  get 
Iran  to  accept  a July  20  Security 
Council  ceasefire  resolution,  but 


diplomats  said  his  efforts  were 
blocked  by  Teheran’s  insistence  that 
Baghdad  be- branded  the  aggressor 
in  the  war.  Iraq  has  said  it  will  ac- 
cept the  resolution  only  : if  Teheran 
does  the  same  and  mil  not  tolerate 
any  attempt  to  modify  it 

Foreign  Minister  Tareq  Aziz 
urged  the  secretary  general  to  press 
for  an  arms  embargo  against  Tehe- 
ran for  failing  to  accept  the  resolu- 
tion. 

If  it  becomes  dear  that  Iran  has 
not  yielded  in  its  central  demand  to 
brand  Iraq  the  aggressor,  the  U.S.is 
expected  to  push  for  an  embargo. 

But  diplomats  fear  this  could  lead 
to  lengthy  negotiations  and  split  the 
Security  Council. 

. Meanwhile,  diplomats  said,  Iraq 
was  expected  to  continue  strikes 
against  Iranian  oil  facilities,  both  on 
land  nnd  offshore,  in  a bid  to  cut 
hard  currency  earnings  needed  to 
finance  the  war.  • 

At  the  UN,  Perez  de  Cuellar  said 
yesterday  on  his  return  from  the 


Middle  East,  that  both  sides  in  the 
Gulf  war  were  flexing  their  muscles. 

In  advance  of  his  report  to  the 
Security  Council,  called  into  private 
session  within  hours  of  his  return  to 
New  York,  a Western  delegate  said 
the  outlook  for  peace  was  gloomy. 

Perez  de  Cuellar  declined 
throughout  bis  tour  to  give  details  of 
his  talks  and  he  was  no  more  forth- 
coming on’  his  return  to  the  UN, 
saying  only  that  he  learned  what  the 
two-sides  “had  at  the  back  of  their 
minds.”  Asked  if  he  were  optimis- 
tic, he  said  he  did  not  like  that  word. 

Diplomats  said  Perez  de  Cuellar 
decided  to  save  time  by  addressing 
members  of  the  Security  Council  in 
person  rather  than  presenting  a writ- 
ten account,  which  would  have  tak- 
en a day  or  two  to  prepare.

Le  Pen's  remark,  made  during  a 
radio  interview  on  Sunday,  has  an- 
gered French  deputies  of  all  political 
colours  who  demanded  his  expul- 
sion from  the  518-member  Parlia- 
ment. 

Plumb  said  the  Parliament's  lead- 
ership decided  to  respond  with  a 
minute  of  silence  “as  a token  of 
respect  for  all  the  victims  of  rac- 
ism.” He  made  no  reference  to  the 
demand  for  Le  Pen’s  ouster. 


Le  Pen,  a former  paratrooper,  has 
already  announced  his  candidacy  in 
next  May’s  presidential  elections  in 
France.  His  National  Front  Party 
won  10  seats  m the  EEC  assembly 
and  over  10  per  cent  of  the  vote  in 
the  1986  French  parliamentary  elec- 
tions. 

Plumb  strongly  condemned  Le 
Pen  in  a meeting  yesterday  in  Stras- 
bourg with  visiting  Industry  and 
Trade  Minister  Ariel  Sharon. 


Gunmen  slay  senior  Tamil  official 


COLOMBO  (AP).  - Gunmen 
killed  a senior  Tamil  government 
official  in  eastern  Batticaloa  district, 
the  second  slaying  of  a government 
worker  in  two  weeks,  a military  offi- 
cial said  yesterday. 

A.  Wignarajah,  deputy  chief  ad- 
ministrative officer  of  Samanturai, 
was  shot  dead.  The  official  said 
some  people  blamed  Wignarajah’s 
killing  on  Tamil  rebels. 

Others  say  the  attackers  were 
Moslems  avenging  the  death  of  Ha- 
bib Mohammed,  a Moslem  govern- 


ment worker.  His  slaying  on  Sep- 
tember 3 in  nearby  Muttur  town  was 
blamed  on  Tamils. 

Meanwhile,  fighting  among  rival 
Tamil  rebel'  groups  continued  yes- 
terday with  arson  and  attacks  re- 
ported in  Batticaloa. 

A group  belonging  to  the  People’s 
Liberation  Organization  attacked 
the  office  of  the  Liberation  Tigers  of 
Tamil  Eelam  and  set  fire  to  furni- 
ture and  typewriters,  the  official 
said. 

The  Liberation  Tigers,  the  most 


powerful  Tamil  rebel  group,  was 
blamed  for  killing  100  rivals  from 
People’s  Liberation  and  Eelam 
People’s  Revolutionary  Liberation 
Front  over  the  weekend  in  eastern 
Sri  Lanka. 

The  official  death  toll  is  68,  but 
police  say  that  some  bodies  may 
have  been  burned  or  buried. 

The  factional  feuding  began  after 
members  of  three  smaller  militias 
combined  into  a group  called  the 
“Ihree  Stars”  to  attack  the  domi- 
nant Tigers. 


East  German  chosen  president  of  UN  General  Assembly 


UNITED  NATIONS  (Reuter).  - 
East  German  Deputy  Foreign  Min- 
ister Peter  Florin,  who  fought  along- 
side Soviet  partisans  in  World  War 
,11  was  elected  president  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  at  its  opening  meet- 
ing on  Tuesday. 

Florin,  65,  whose  family  fled  to 
France  and  then  the  Soviet  Union 
when  Hitler  came  to  power  in  1933, 
addressed  the  assembly  in  Russian, 
one;  of  the  UN’s  six  official  lan- 
guages. He  was  a student  in  Moscow 
when  Germany  invaded  the  Soviet 
Union  m 1941  and  fought  with  parti- 
sans in  Byelorussia. 

‘To  reduce  the  nuclear  threat  to 
mankind  is  no  longer  a utopian 
dream,”  he  said.  “There  is  now  a 
chance  of  starting  on  nuclear  disar- 
mament through  an  agreement  on 
the  elimination  of  the  United  States 
and-Soviet  medium-range  missiles.” 

Florin  was  speaking  as  U.S.  Sec- 


retary of  State  George  Shultz  and 
Soviet  Foreign  Minister  Eduard 
Shevardnadze  met  in  Washington  in 
talks  aimed  at  clearing  remaining 
obstacles  to  a treaty  eliminating  in- 
termediate-range nuclear  weapons. 

In  his  speech,  he  also  took  a swipe 
at  President  Ronald  Reagan’s  “Star 
Wars”  space-based  missile  defence 
system.  “The  arms  race  on  earth 
needs  to  be  halted  and  reversed  ... 
Is  it  logical,  then,  to  take  the  arms 
race  to  outer  space  ?"  he  said. 

In  this  session,  the  General  As- 
sembly and  its  seven  main  commit- 
tees will  plough  through  an  agenda 
of  more  than  140  items  touching  on 
most  of  the  world's  trouble  spots. 

Chairmen  of  assembly  commit- 
tees were  elected  following  Florin’s 
speech.  They  included  a Libyan  dip- 
lomat whose  candidacy  to  head  the 
legal  committee,  which  deals  among 
other  things  with  the  problem  of 


terrorism,  was  criticized  by  the  U.S. 
last  July  as  inappropriate. 

But  the  nominees  to  fill  all  seven 
chairmanships  were  approved  by  ac- 
clamation and  the  U.S. raised  no  ob- 
jection.

A ministry  spokesman  said  the 
Russians  had  been  stationed  at  a 
Libyan  airbase  destroyed  by 
French-supplied  Chadian  forces  in  a 
lightning  cross-border  raid  on  Sep- 
tember 5.

Bomb  in  truck  kills  7 
in  Pakistan  border  town 

ISLAMABAD  (AFP).  - At  least 
seven  people  were  killed  and  dozens 
injured  by  a powerful  car  bomb 
which  ripped  through  a densely- 
populated  area  of  the  Pakistani  bor- 
der town  of  Peshawar  yesterday  offi- 
cial sources  said. 

The  sources  said  the  bomb  was 
placed  in  a pick-up  truck  parked 
near  a power  pylon  on  Peshawar's 
main  Warsak  Road. 

Fundamentalists  get 
ban  on  liquor  in  Assyut 

ASSYUT  (Reuter).-  The  Egyptian 
municipal  authorities  announced 
yesterday  that  alcohol  would  be 
banned  in  Assyut,  the  stronghold  of 
Moslem  fundamentalists,  except  for 
two  hotels  where  it  will  be  available. 

The  decision  followed  unrest  last 
week  when  fundamentalists  set 
ablaze  a liquor  store  and  occupied  a 
mosque  in  the  city,  380  km.  south  of 
Cairo.  The  police, then  fired  tear  gas 
to  disperse  the  crowds  and  arrested 
25  people.

Laurel  resigns  a$  foreign  affairs  secretary 

Aquino  reshapes 
her  cabinet 


MANILA  (AFP).  - Philippine  Pres- 
ident Corazon  Aquino  revamped 
her  government  yesterday  after 
Vice  President  Salvador  Laurel  left 
the  cabinet  in  the  wake  of  last 
month's  bloody  coup  attempt. 
Aquino  announced  the  names  of 
three  new  cabinet  members  in  a na- 
tion-wide television  address  after 
Laurel  tendered  his  irrevocable  res- 
ignation as  foreign  affairs  secretary, 
while  remaining  vice  president,  due 
to  “basic  differences”  with  the 
president. 

In  her  address,  Aquino  defended 
her  policy  of  fighting  the  Commu- 
nist insurgency  with  military  means 
as  well  as  socio-economic  develop- 
ment. Laurel  said  he  was  for  a 
tougher  drive  against  the  insurgents. 

She  said  she  also  accepted  the  res- 
ignation of  Finance  Secretary  Jaime 
Ongpin  and  named  as  his  replace- 
ment banker  Vicente  Jayme,  who 
held  the  public  works  post  until  the 
entire  cabinet  tendered  their  resig- 
nations last  week.  Laurel's  under- 
secretary. Manuel  Yan,  a former 
general,  was  named  acting  foreign 
affairs  secretary. 

Laurel  and  Ongpin  are  among  the 
most  senior  members  of  the  cabinet, 
whose  resignation  was  sought  by 
Aquino  to  resolve  the  political  crisis 
sparked  by  the  August  28  coup  at- 
tempt led  by  junior  military  officers. 
’’Further  resignations  will  be  an- 
nounced shortly,”  Aquino  said  after 
announcing  changes  in  two  sub-cab- 
inet positions  - customs  commis- 
sioner and  immigrations 
commission:  - ■ 

Ongpin,  a long-time  Aquino 
backer,  had  been  widely  criticized 


for  his  handling  of  negotiations  with 
foreign  creditors  on  the  reschedul- 
ing of  the  country's  $28  billion  for- 
eign debt. 

All  cabinet  appointments  are  sub- 
ject to  confirmation  by  the  Commis- 
sion on  Appointments,  made  up  of 
members  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives. 

Meanwhile,  a survey  in  the  Philip- 
pines revealed  that  almost  half  the 
soldiers  in  that  country  believe  a 
military  coup  is  fair  action  to  save  a 
country  threatened  by  communist 
rebellion  and  a third  believe  the  mil- 
itary can  use  force  to  overthrow  an 
inept  government.  Months  before 
the  fourth  and  bloodiest  coup  at- 
tempt against  President  Aquino.  34 
per  cent  thought  a military  takeover 
was  possible  while  28'  per  cent 
thought  it  was  unlikely,  the  sun/ey 
said. 

Political  science  professor  and  an- 
alyst Felipe  Miranda  said  his  survey 
was  conducted  on  400  officers  and 
servicemen  in  April  and  May.  three 
months  before  the  coup  attempt  led 
by  right-wing  junior  officers  on  Au- 
gust 28.  Forty  three  per  cent  thought 
the  military  "may  take  over"  to  pre- 
vent communists  overthrowing  the 
government,  the  survey  said. 

The  results  were  announced  at  a 
forum  of  the  influential  bishops- 
businessraen’s  conference  here  yes- 
terday. Thirty  four  per  cent  said  that 
if  the  government  could  not  perform 
its  duties  properly,  any  group  in  the 
military  could  unseat  it  “using 
force,”  while  33  peT  cent  said  a coup 
attempt  in  such  circumstances 
would  be  wrong.

LOS  ANGELES.  - Jerry  Oren,  a 
wealthy  land  developer  and  promin- 
ent member  of  the  local  Israeli  com- 
munity, has  been  placed  on  proba- 
tion for  five  years,  ordered  to  return 
$300,000  and  do  1,500  hours  of  com- 
munity work.  . 

The  61-year-old  Oren  could  have 
been  sentenced  to  up  to  10  years  in 
prison,  but  Federal  Judge  Hairy  L. 
Hupp  rejected  the  option. 

In  a complex  case,  Oren  was  con- 
victed by  a jury  of  knowingly  using  a 
fraudulent  letter  to  artificially  inflate 
the  price  of  a land  tract  he  sold  to  the 
U.S.  National  Park  Service. 

In  passing  the  relatively  mild  sent- 
ence, Judge  Hupp  said  he  was  im- 


pressed by  the  quality  of  some  75 
letters  he  received,  attesting  to 
Oren’s  good  character,  communal 
service  and  generosity. 

According  to  friends  of  Oren,  he 
was  raised  in  Tel  Aviv  and  wounded 
dnring  the  War  of  Independence . He 
came  to  the  U.S.  in  the  early  1950s  to 
study  architecture  and  engineering, 
became  a real-estate  salesman, 
broker  and  developer,  and  estab- 
lished his  own  firm. 

Oren  has  been  closely  involved 
with  the  American  Friends  of  Tel 
Aviv  University  and  has  endowed  a 
Chair  in  Solid  State  Physics  at  the 
university.  He  served  as  the  group's 
Western  regional  president  until  he 
took  a leave  of  absence  shortly  after 
his  indictment.

Eight  per  cent  of  the  reported  ca- 
sualties in  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza 
in  1986  died  of  their  injuries,  while 
only  2 per  cent  of  those  inside  the 
Green  Line  died. 

Incomplete  government  statistics 
about  total  kilometres  travelled  in 
die  territories  and  the  accident  rates 
of  West  Bank  drivers  inside  Israel 
make  it  difficult  tO  conclude  that 
West  Bankers  are  safer  driveis  than 
their  Israeli  counterparts. 

In  1986,  there  was  one  accident  in 


Israel  for  every  56  registered  vehi- 
cles. But  there  was  only-  one  acci- 
dent for  every  65  registered  vehicles 
on  the  West  Bank.

How  do  you  say  snob  in  Hebrew?  Even 
Education  Minister  Yitzhak  Navon,  one  of  the 
foremost  advocates  of  proper  Hebrew  usage, 
is  stymied  for  an  answer.  This  problem 
cropped  up  yesterday  at  a news  conference  on 
events  related  to  the  country’s  40th  anniversa- 
ry celebrations.  Speaking  in  his  capacity  as 
chairman  of  the  Knesset's  Symbols  and  Cere- 
monies Committee,  Navon  bemoaned  the 
growing  intrusion  into  Hebrew  speech  of  for- 
eign words. 

“It's  part  of  the  snobiada he  declared. 
When  asked  by  journalists  to  give  the  correct 
Hebrew  term,  Navon  found  himself  more  or 
less  hoist  on  his  own  petard.  Several  journal- 
ists who  tried  to  come  to  his  rescue  discovered 
a lacuna  in  their  own  vocabularies.  None  of 
the  words  they  suggested  was  accepted  by 
Navon  as  an  appropriate  translation. 

As  for  the  massive  list  of  events  scheduled 
for  the  rest  of  the  year  and  most  of  1988, 
Navon  noted  that,  as  anniversaries  go,  40  is 


not  a particularly  significant  number.  Howev- 
er, it  was  decided  by  the  inter-departmental 
committee  for  the  40th  anniversary  events  to 
attach  prominence  to  this  particular  date  be- 
cause many  of  the  people  who  fought  for  the 
establishment  of  the  state  may  not  be  around 
for  its  jubilee  celebrations. 

Among  those  invited  to  the  events'  inaugu- 
ration ceremony  at  Beit  Hanassi  on  Sunday 
are  Moshe  Gur-Arye,  the  only  surviving  mem- 
ber of  the  team  that  drafted  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  and  Tova  Tzuriel,  the  secre- 
tary who  typed  its  first  English  version.  Also 
invited  are  the  surviving  signatories,  one  of 
whom,  Meir  Wilner,  is  still  an  active  Knesset 
member. 

The  budget  for  the  events’  committee,  re- 
vealed its  chairman  Ya’acov  Agmon,  is 
NIS16.5  million.  The  sum  has  been  divided 
over  two  fiscal  years. 

The  central  theme  of  the  celebrations  is  the 
Declaration  of  Independence.  Emphasis  wSI 
be  placed  on  equality  and  the  right  of  the 


Jewish  people  to  live  in  the  land  of  Israel. 

Aware  that  1988  is  an  election  year,  the 
organizing  committee  has  taken  great  pains 
not  to  inject  anything  that  could  be  construed 
as  politically  biased  into  any  of  the  events 
based  on  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

An  exhibition  featuring  the  country’s  na- 
tional achievements  will  open  at  the  Tel  Aviv 
Exhibition  Grounds  on  June  9;  on  Indepen- 
dence Day.  there  will  be  a display  at  the 
Knesset  of  the  most  important  documents  in 
the  state’s  history.

Six  pregnant  women  among 
58  rape  victims  in  Jerusalem

Between  May  1985  and  May  1987, 
147  women  called  the  Jeru- 
salem Rape  Crisis  Centre  to  com- 
plain of  sexual  assault. 

At  a press  conference  in  Jeru- 
salem on  Monday,  Volunteers  from 
the  centre  revealed  that  43  of  die 
women  were  raped,  15  were  gang- 
raped,  37  reported  indecent  acts,  34 
complained  of  sexual  harassment 
and  12  suffered  physical  abuse. 
Among  the  rape  victims  were  six 
pregnant  women. 

In  19  per  cent  of  the  cases,  the 
woman  was  attacked  in  her  own 
home.  Thirty-five  per  cent  were 
minors  at  the  time  of  die  attack. 

“This  doesn't  mean  necessarily 
that  they  called  us  -when-  if  hap1 
pened,”  explained  Maisoun  Kara1 
man,  a volunteer  on  both  the  Heb- 
rew and  Arabic  hotlines  operated  by 
the  centre.  “Sometimes,  grown 
women  who  never  talked  about  their 
ordeal  call  us  because  they  feel  the 


need  to  get  it  off  their  chests  without 
having  to  identify  themselves.*’ 

Unly  a quarter  of  the  women  went 
to  the  police;  when  they  did,  the 
culprit  was  caught  in  47  per  cent  of 
the  cases.  The  centre  does  not  com- 
pel the  women  to  go  to  the  police, 
but  helps  them  by  sending  volun- 
teers to  accompany  them  to  gyneco- 
logical examinations  and  to  the 
police  station  if  they  wish.

Kosher  food  ‘victim’  improves

LONDON.  - A man  who  contracted 
botulism  after  eating  kosher  food  on 
a flight  from  Nice  to  London  last 
month  was  yesterday  pronounced 
“out  of  danger”  by  Edgware  Gener- 
al Hospital. 

Roy  Hayim,  a 49-year-old  father 
of  three  from  Goldens  Green,  felt  ill 
after  eating  a kosher  meal  prepared 
by  Gunmans  of  Zurich  on  an  Air 
France  flight. 

The  rare  food-poisoning  disease 
botulism,  unknown  in  Britain  since 
1978,  was  diagnosed  after  Haim  be- 
came paralyzed.  He  has  been  kept 
on  a life-support  system  in  hospital 


since  that  time. 

Of  the  nine  Jewish  passengers  on 
the  150-seat  plane,  only  Hayim  and 
his  son  Alex,  chose  to  eat  the  kosher 
meat  meal;  Alex  did  not  eat  much  of 
the  meat. 

It  has  not  yet  been  firmly  estab- 
lished whether  the  kosher  food 
caused  the  illness.  In  the  meantime. 
Air  France  has  stopped  using  Gutt- 
man’s  food,  and  the  "World  Health 
Organization  and  Communicable 
Diseases  Surveillance  Centre  are  in- 
vestigating. 

Botulism  bacteria  grow  only  in  the 
absence  of  oxygen.  The  toxins  are 
destroyed  when  food  is  heated  to  80 
degrees  Centigrade  for  30  minutes. 


Device  to  halt 
spread  of  Aids 
at  ‘brit  mila’

bers of  the  dose  family  so  they  can 
take  measures  against  infection.  The 
ultra-Orthodox  have  thus  set  rales  in 
a field  where  the  mainstream  of  the 
medical  profession  remains  in  a 
quandaiy. 

This  ruling  was  disclosed  yester- 
day by  Rabbi  Yehoshua  Scheinber-

.Rabbi  -Weiss  also, decided.:  that 
mohaJim  may  use  a special  device,  to 
suck  the  blood  from  foe  .circumcised 
organ  after  a brit  mfln'iafaer  than  as 
practised  through  the  ages,  his  own 
mouth.  This,  too,  is  meant  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  Aids  and  other 
diseases. 

Called  metzitza,  the  procedure 
takes  place  at  the  end  of  the  cir- 
cumcision. Traditionally,  the  mobel 
did  this  with  his  mouth  in  order, 
according  to  Maixnonides,  to  remove - 
the  blood  from  distant  parts  of  die 
wound.  It  was  the  recognized 
method  of  disinfection;  a motel  who 
did  not  use  oral  suction  was  barred 
from  practice,  as  he  was  viewed  as 
endangering  the  life  of  the  child. 

Some  began  using  a cotton  swab 
or  a glass  tube  for  metzitza  after 
cases  of  syphilis,  tuberculosis  and 
diphtheria  in  infants  were  ascribed  in 
the  19th  and  early  20th  centuries  to 
infection  from  mohaUm. 

So  far,  ultra-Orthodox  circles 
have  not  admitted  that  they  are  in 
danger  of  contracting  Aids,  churning 
that  it  is  almost  entirely  a “secular 
plague”  resulting  from  their  prom- 
iscuity. 


Court  acts  In  Ethiopians’  bid 
to  have  marriage  recognized 


The  High  Court  of  Justice  has  or- 
dered two  rabbinical  courts  to  show 
cause  why  a newlywed  Ethiopian 
Jewish  couple,  who  were  married  by 
their  own  community's  religious 
leaders,  should  not  be  declared  man 
and  wife. 

The  order  nisi,  requiring  a re- 
sponse within  45  days,  was  issued 
against  the  Supreme  Rabbinical 
Court  and  the  Kiiyat  Arba  Regional 
Rabbinical  Court,  on  an  application 
by  Eli  Noga  and  Dvora  Taftu,  of 
Kixyat  Arte.  Hie  petitioners  wed 
about  a year  and  a half  ago,  bystep- 
ping the  rabbinate  because  it  had 
refused  to  marry  them  unless  they 
first  underwent  a ritual  conversion 


ceremony. 

The  rabbinate  insists  that  new  im- 
migrants from  Ethiopia  undergo  the 
ceremony,  immersion  in  a mikve.  to 
remove  its  doubts  about  their  : 
Jewishness. 

The  petitioners  wanted  to  apply 
to  the  Interior  Ministry  to  register 
them  as  married  but  to  do  so  they 
needed  a declaration  from  the  rab-. 
biuate  affirming  that  they  are  man 
and  wife.  The  Kiryat  Arba  Regional 
Rabbinical  Court  refused  to  discuss 
their  request  for  such  a declaration 
and  the  Supreme  Rabbinal  Court,  to 
which  they  appealed,  was  also  un- 
obliging.

Agency  housing  loan 
offers  come  too  late

The  Jewish  Agency  Aliya  Depart- 
ment is  offering  a special  bousing 
loan  of  NIS  4,800  to  encourage  im-- 
migrants  to  move  out  of  absorption 
centres,  but  has  publicized  the  offer 
too  late  for  many  oliro  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  it. 

-The  department  decided  several 
months  ago  to  offer  the  loan  to  resi- 
dents of  absorption  centres  who  buy 
their  own  flats  and  leave  the  centres 
between  July  1 and  October  1.  But 
circulars  explaining  the  terms  of  the 
loan  were  distributed  less  than  a 
week  ago  to  absorption  centre  resi- 
dents. 

A resident  of  the  Ra'anana  ab- 
sorption centre  complained  to  The 
Jerusalem  Post  that  “backdating  the 
offer  to  July  1 gives  a bonus  to  those 
who  have  already  left,  or  who  will 
leave  before  September  30.  But  it  is 


of  no  benefit  or  incentive  to  those 
planning  to  leave  in  the  next  three 
months. 

“Am  I really  expected  to  buy  an 
apartment  and  leave  the  absorption 
centre  within  the  next  three  weeks 
to  qualify  for  this  loan?”  asked  the 
perplexed  oleh.  “Under  the  circum- 
stances, I would  assume  that  the 
announcement  was  made  more  for 
publicity  than  for  any  practical  pur-  ^ 

1 A spokesman  for  the  department  * 
said  that  because  information  about 
the  loan  was  not  distributed  until 
recently  in  some  cases,  the  offer 
would  be  extended  until  the  end  of 
October.  He  said  that  if  a significant 
□umber  of  olim  express  interest  in 
getting  the  loan,  but  can’t  move  out 
until  after  October,  then  the  depart^ 
ment  would  try  and  convince  the 
Jewish  Agency  Treasury  to  extend 
the  offer  again.

Dashevstys  three  oldest  children, 
who  now  live  in  Jerusalem,  are  de- 
sperate that  their  father,  should  not 
te  forced  to  suffer  for  his  religious 
beliefs,  any  more  than  they  wish  him 
to  be  denied,  for  another  day,  his 
reunification  with  them. 


Albania’s  solitude  seen  ending 
as  doors  open  to  the  West

TIRANA,  Albania  (Reuter)  — This 
month  this  mountainous  republic  of 
three  million  people  has  improved 
links  with— neighbouring  -Greece' 
which  lifted  a state  of  war  imposed 
40  years  ago. 

With  neighbouring  Yugoslavia, 
also  a non-bloc  communist  state,  re- 
lations are  strained  under  mutual 
allegations  of  interference  in  each 
other's  internal  affairs,  and  especi- 
ally because  of  Yugoslavia’s  ethnic 
Albanian  minority. 

Both  superpowers  recently  have 
made  gestures  to  Albania  but  both 
have  been  snubbed  by  Tirana  which 
loyally  upholds  former  leader  and 
Communist  Party  bead  Enver 
Hoxha's  antipathy  to  both  Washing- 


ton and  Moscow. 

The  Germans,  last  here  as  Nazi 
_myadere , ra_Wprid.  War . EC,  -are 
searching  now  for  an  embassy  build- 
ing to.  join  the  18  diplomatic  mis- 
sions in  Tirana.  Officials  in  London 
have  said  a British  embassy  mil  also 
be  set  up  here  if  their  differences 
can  be  solved. 

Albania  jealously  guards  inde- 
pendence. hard  won  under  the  late 
Hoxha's  leadership  after  centuries 
of  foreign  domination.  The  country 
abruptly  ended  flirtation  with  Mos- 
cow in  flic  1960s  and  again  with 
China  in  the  1970s,  accusing  them  of 
trickery.  Its  ailing  economy  is  partly 
a legacy  of  these  friendships  and 
new  technologies  are  desperately 


needed  for  its  outdated  Industry. 

While  Albania  remains  reluctant 
to  borrow; money  abroad,  a gradual 
rapprochement  with  western*- Eu- 
rope.may  help  it  to  overcome  eco- 
nomic difficulties  through  new  and 
balanced  forms  of  trade. 

The  country  has  valuable  miner- 
als useful  to  Europe,  especially 
chrome  ore,  and  an  untapped  poten- 
tial for  tourism  along  its  sunny  Adri- 
atic coast. 

Cautious  rethinking  of  die  econo- 
my is  under  way  under  Hoxha’s  suc- 
cessor, President  Ramiz  Alia,  who 
recently  criticized  food  shortages 
and  weaknesses  in  industry  and  agri- 
culture and  who  is  helping  to  intro- 
duce a modest  system  of  pay 
incentives.

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Mks  take  wrong  turn  with  accident  tax 


Playing  off  the  public’s  hysteria 
over  the  carnage  on  the  roads  of  the 
past  weeks,  the  Transport  Ministry 
succeeded  in  getting  a resolution 
through  the  Knesset  Finance  Com- 
mittee imposing  an  additional  two 
percentage  points  on  the  compul- 
sory third-party  car  insurance  car 
owners  must  pay. 

The  ministry  had  pushed  for  such 
an  increase  for  some  years,  but  the 
Treasury  had  succeeded  in  blocking 
it.  Now,  with  pictures  of  dead  bod- 
ies and  twisted  steel  spread  across 
the  front  pages  of  the  newspapers 
the  MKs  responded  in  die  most  nat- 
ural way  in  the  face  of  the  nation- 
wide panic. 

The  Treasury  in  its  efforts  to  re- 
duce any  and  all  budgetary  expendi- 
tures hasn’t  allocated  enough!  to  the 
road  infrastructure  and  thus  indi- 
rectly caused  the  latest  death  toll 
on  our  bloodied  roads.  Still  boosting 
the  compulsory  insurance  rates  26 


per  cent  instead  of  24  per  cent  as 
originally  planned,  and  devoting  the 
extra  two  points  to  an  accident-pre- 
vention fund,  isn’t  the  way  to  fight 
road  accidents. 

We  have  had  bad  experience  with . 
marked  money  raised  for  special 
projects.  The  notorious  example  is 
the  National  Insurance  Institute.  In 
die  past,  for  instance,  when  the  gov- 
ernment has  sought  to  avoid  the  un- 
pleasant task  of  raising  direct  taxes, 
it  has  turned  to  the  NIT  as  a source 
of  hidden  income  tax.  That  wasn’t 
really  a tax,  the  government  claimed 
each  time  it  increased  the  burden  on 
employers  and  employees  through 
the  Nil.  Or,  it  would  insist,  it  was 
only  seeking  money  for  a specific 
purpose,  such  as  when  it  raised  the 
contribution  for  purchasing  gas 
masks, “free  education"  in  elemen- 
tary schools  and  mas  makbil  to  help 
tire  kupat  hohm.  The  burden  be- 
came so  high  that  it  eventually 


forced  companies  and  individuals  to 
cheat,  go  bankrupt  or  to  wait  for 
better  days.  Only  in  the  past  year 
have  tire  authorities  realized  that  it 
was  a to  increase  die  burden 

in  whatever  form  because  it  banned 
our  economy 

The  government  should  collect  its 
taxes  through  regular  channels, 
mainly  the  income  and  value-added 
taxes  and  reallocate  these  revenues 
by  its  preferences.  The  fact  that  the 
government  raises  about  NIS  22  bfl- 
tion  in  revenue  through  levies  on  the 
motoring  system  doesn’t  mean  that 
it  should  spend  a corresponding  sum 
of  money  on  auto  transport.  The  tax 
on  petrol  can  be  justified  on  the 
ground  that  it  is  an  easy  way  to 
impose  a levy.  Even  people  who 
routinely  evade  taxes  can’t  dodge 
than  at  the  pump,  for  instance,  and 
a tax  on  petrol  prevents  overuse  of  a 
relatively  scarce  resource.  In  either 
case,  however,  it  has  nothing  to  do 


irith  how  much  the  government 
spends  on  roads. 

Those  who  aren’t  yet  convinced 
right  find  the  following  a useful 
way  for  each  ministry  to  raise  money 
for  its  needs;  . 

Since  most  Israelis  ne.ed  the 
permission  of  the  Defence  Ministry 
to  leave  Israel,  even  for  a short  peri- 
od, the  minister  could  impose,  let  us 
say,  a $1,000  levy  for  the  needed 
documents.  The  minister  could  then 
fhnrf  gji  the  alternatives  the  IDF 
needs.  The  minister  of  religions  af- 
fairs could  impose  a $500  fee  for 
math  “marriage  certificate**  using  the 
money  to  build  more  mikves.  The 
minister  of  education  could  impose 
a $2,000  levy  on  pupils  who  passed 
the  bagrut  exam  and  want  the  certif- 
icate. The  money  could  be  used  to 
prepare  more  Olympic  athletes. 
Thus,  each  minister  would  be  happy 
with  his  fiefdom.

- During  the  last  two  weeks,  two 
scurior  Boeing  747  captains  have  left 
administrative  positions  within  the 
airline  — one  resigning,  the  other 
fired  -because  they  objected  to  the 
airline’s  policy  of  using  five  pilots 
instead  of  six  on  nighttime,  nonstop 
transatlantic  flights. 

Yehuda  Fuchs,  who  resigned 
from  his  post  as  chief  747  pilot  last 
week,  would  not  comment  yester- 
day, but  Yitzhak  Gonen,  chairman 
of  the  Israel  Airline  Pilots  Associa- 
tion, said  Fuchs  felt  a five-man  crew 
could  reduce  flight  safety  and  did 
not  want  to  be  responsible  as  chW 
pilot. 

Earlier  this  week,  El  A1  dismissed 
Ban  Ron,  who  had  been  serving  as 
the  747  fleet  manager.  Gonen  ex- 
plained that  Ron  had  demanded 
cancelling  ih-flight  pilot  inspections 
during  the  long  nighttime  flights. 

In  response,  El  A]  spokesman 
Nahman  KHeman  said  yesterday: 
“Ron  was  removed  bom  his  posi- 
tion because  he  overstepped  his  au- 
thority. He  made  a decision  that  was 


not  his  to  make.”  Kheman  added 
that  the  in-flight  tests,  like  medical 
check-ups,  were  a vital  part  of  mea- 
suring pilot  fitness  and  thus  insuring 
flight  safely. 

Klieman  maintained  that  two  inci- 
dents were  unrelated,  but  at  the 
same  time  explained  them  both  in 
terms  of  what  he  called  the  pilots’ 
propaganda  war  after  an  arbitrator 
upheld  management’s  policy  of  us- 
ing “extended  crews,”  of  five  pilots, 
as  opposed  to  “double  crews,*'  of  six 
plots.  On  the  long  nighttime  flights. 

Claiming  that  other  airlines  use 
extended  crews  on  long  hauls,  Klie- 
man said  that  the  policy  per  sc  did 
not  affect  flight  safety.  He  praised 
both  Fuchs  and  Ron  as  “excellent 
pilots”  and  said  they  would  continue 
flying  for  El  Al. 

Gonen  said  be  fully  supported  the 
two  pilots  and  that  the  union  would 
consider  appealing  Ron’s  dismissal. 
But  there  will  be  no  disruptions  to 
flights  “from  the  plots*  side,”  he 
said.

According  to  AkiYa  Offenbacher 
and  Yael  Artstem  of  the  Bank  of 
Israel  Research  Department,  the 
pace  of  economic  actitvity  was  slow- 
er in  the  second-  quarter  of  the  year 
than  in  the  previous  three  months, 
which  were  marked  by  brisk  expan- 
sion and  a rapid  drop  in  unemploy- 
ment.

Artsein  and  Offenbacher  said  real 
wages  went  up  in  the  second  quarter 
of  the  year,  after  dipping  in  the  pro* 
vions  three  months.  They  warned 
that  a continued  rise  in  real  wages 
could  damage  file  prospects  of  rapid 
economic  growth.  , 

The  survey  called  for  a continua- 
tion of  foe  reforms  initiated  by  foe 
Treasury,  such  as  the  privatization 
drive  and  tax  reform.

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Le  Pen’s  minor,  detail 


THE  EXTREMITIES  of  the  political  spectrum  are  not  only 
alike  in  their  lunacy,  mendacity  and  sheer  brazenness.  They 
also  share  a similar  fondness  for  intolerance,  illiberality  and, 
abroad.  anti-Semitism,  where  that  includes  a denial  of  the  fact 
and  meaning  of  the  Holocaust. 

France  is  reported  to  have  been  shaken  this  week  by  Jean- 
Marie  Le  Pen's  blase  affirmation  on  French  television  that  the 
gassing  of  European  Jewry  was,  assuming  it  could  be  proved, 
but  “a  minute  detail  of  the  history  of  World  War  II.” 

The  surprise  of  the  French  is  itself  astonishing.  Over  a year 
ago  already  the  extreme  right-wing  French  weekly  Rivarol 
accused  “Jewish  lobbies”  of  stirring  a controversy  over  at- 
tempts by  some  French  thesis-writers  to  disprove  the  Holo- 
caust, with  intent  to  hurt  the  National  Front  and  its  anointed 
leader. 

True,  Mr.  Le  Pen,  while  making  no  bones  about  opposing 
the  “inundation”  of  France  by  “undesirable”  foreigners,  nota- 
bly Arabs,  has  consistently  denied  being  anti-Semitic.  He  has 
also  sought,  with  some  measure  of  success,  to  improve  his 
xenophobic,  racist  image  in  the  eyes  of  French  Jews  by  posing 
as  a friend  of  Israel.  Even  when  officially  advised  that  it  would 
not  be  a good  idea  for  him  to  visit  this  country,  Mr.  Le  Pen 
made  sure  that  three  members  of  the  National  Front's  now 
sizable  parliamentary  delegation  trek  to  the  Jewish  state. 

Purporting  to  investigate  methods  of  fighting  the  blight  of 
Aids  they  did,  and  met  with  three  Knesset  members  in  the 
Knesset  lounge.  The  Israeli  legislators  later  claimed  that  they 
had  been  fooled  about  the  identity  of  their  interlocutors. 

Whatever  Mr.  Le  Pen's  own  feelings  about  assimilated 
French  Jews  and  about  Israel  as  a state  may  be,  his  natural 
power  base  is  apparently  a constituency  that  hates  Jews  as  a 
people  as  profoundly  as  it  does  Arabs.  It  is  thus  perfectly  in 
order  for  Mr.  Le  Pen  to  answer  a question  about  the  Nazi 
slaughter  of  the  Jews  by  observing  that  non-Jews,  too,  had 
died  during  the  war. 

The  traditional  maxim  which  bids  us  treat  our  enemy's 
enemy  as  our  friend  needs  to  be  hedged  with  careful  reserva- 
tions, it  seems.  The  anti-Semitic  leopard  will  not  change  its 
spots  by  momentarily  putting  on  slightly  different  skin. 


Not  a matter  of  urgency 


HOW  ENDEMIC  inhumanity  remains  to  the  Soviet  regime 
even  in  the  new  era  of  glasnost  and  all,  is  demonstrated  by  the 
case  of  Felix  Kochubuievsky,  the  long-time  refusenik  and 
former  Prisoner  of  Zion,  and  his  wife  Valentina,  of 
Novosibirsk. 

Mr.  Kochubuievsky,  now  aged  57,  first  applied  for  permis- 
sion to  leave  for  Israel  back  in  1976.  The  application  was 
turned  down,  with  the  possession  of  state  secrets  being  cited  as 
the  reason.  That  might  perhaps  have  been  expected  in  the  case 
of  the  holder  of  a Soviet  doctorate  in  electrical  engineering. 
Mr.  Kochubuievsky  was,  however,  officially  informed  that  the 
ban  on  his  departure  would  be  lifted  in  1982.  Electrical  engi- 
neering secrets  age  fast,  after  all. 

In  1979  Mr.  Kochabuicvsky’s  two  sons,  Alexander  and 
Shlomo,  were  allowed  to  go  to  Israel.  But  the  ban  on  his  own 
aliya  was  not  removed  in  1982. 

What  did  happen  to  Mr.  Kochubuievsky  instead  was  his 
two-year  incarceration  in  a labour  camp  for  writing  a letter  in 
1980  to  the  Madrid  Conference  on  the  implementation  of  the 
1975  Helsinki  accord.  Human  rights  are  not  the  proper  con- 
cern of  Soviet  citizens,  particularly,  it  would  appear,  of  those 
among  them  who  are  bound  for  aliya. 

Late  last  month  Alexander  Kochubuievsky,  a captain  in  the 
IDF,  died  in  a tragic  car  crash  on  the  Haifa-Hadera  highway. 
His  brother  Shlomo  telephoned  the  sad  news  to  the  parents  in 
Novosibirsk,  but  it  was  too  late  to  even  ask  for  special  permis- 
sion to  attend  the  funeral.  Instead  the  bereaved  parents  asked 
for  permission  to  come  here  for  the  shloshim,  which  falls  after 
Rosh  Hashana,  and  stay. 

But  permission  was  denied,  on  the  ground  that  although  it 
might  have  made  sense  if  the  purpose  were  to  attend  the  son’s 
funeral,  a shloshim  was  not  a matter  of  urgency. 

That  too,  is  glasnost.

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An  open  letter  to  Yitzhak  Navon 


Dry  Bones 


Time  to  halt  the 


decay  of  education 
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I WRITE  this,  an  open  letter,  to 
Education  Minister  Yitzhak  Navon, 
as  both  a concerned  citizen  and  as  an 
academician  with  a scholarly  interest 
in  the  workings  of  Israel’s  state 
school  system.  I write  because  of  my 
conviction  that  in  a democratic  soci- 
ety, public  debate  and  discussion 
must  play  a central  role  in  the  pro- 
cess of  determining  educational  poli- 
cy. Decisions  which  affect  the  lives 
of  tens  of  thousands  of  children  and 
their  families  cannot  and  should  not 
be  left  to  a relatively  small  group  of 
professionals,  seemingly  unaccount- 
able to  anyone. 

It  is  not  easy,  in  our  times,  for  the 
ordinary  citizen,  no  matter  how  in- 
terested, to  assess  the  quality  of 
educational  systems.  They  are  too 
large  and  complicated.  Most  of  us 
rely  on  our  own  experiences  in 
school  as  the  basis  for  judging  pre- 
sent practice.  The  past,  filtered  by 
nostalgia  and  distance,  invariably 
seems  superior.  If  we  are  lucky,  our 
children  sometimes  provide  us  with 
an  idea  of  what  goes  on  in  school. 

Generally  speaking,  however,  the 
most  hackneyed  of  adult  questions, 
“What  did  you  do  in  school  today?” 
elicits  a wonderfully  brief  answer, 
“Nothing."  In  the  best  of  circumst- 
ances, personal  experience  can  pro- 
vide only  a limited  perspective  of  a 
nation's  school  system,  one  which  is 
hardly  adequate  for  the  develop- 
ment of  informed  positions  about 
important  educational  issues. 

The  media,  as  might  be  expected, 
are  today  our  major  source  of  infor- 
mantion  about  national  educational 
policy  and  programmes.  Even  a 
casual  reading  of  the  press  and  half- 
attentive  listening  to  the  radio  dur- 
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log  the  past  few  months  raise  dis- 
turbing questions  regarding  the  cur- 
rent condition  of  our  country’s  pub- 
lic schools  and  institutions  of  higher 
learning. 

A few  examples  of  recently  re- 
ported items  are  enough  to  illustrate 
the  point:  the  number  of  teachers 
without  proper  certification  and  the 
percentage  of  elementary  school 
principals  without  academic  de- 
grees; newly  mandated  programmes 
which  add  to  an  already  overbur- 
dened curriculum  and  cut  into  pre- 
cious instructional  time,  alongside 
continuing  complaints  about  declin- 
ing levels  of  scholastic  achievement; 
the  spread  of  “private"  tutoring 
which  favours  those  able  to  afford 
such  “compensatory”  instruction 
over  those  of  lesser  means;  and  plans 
for  a change  in  the  requirements  of 
the  matriculation  examinations 
which,  because  they  represent  a sig- 
nificant shift  in  policy,  have  evolved 
strong  opposition. 

Other  items  in  the  press  lately - 
include  a proposal  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  achievement  tests  at  the 
end  of  the  sixth  grade  which  will 
determine  a youngster's  life  chances 
at  that  early  an  age  coupled  with 
“open  registration"’  in  junior  high 
schools  - ideas  whose  merits  are 
open  to  serious  question;  the  failure 
of  the  government  to  set  an  equit- 
able university  tuition  fee;  repeated 
statements  by  respected  academi- 
cians regarding  the  deterioration  of 
standards  in  our  universities  and 
their  failing  ability  to  maintain  the 


high  quality  of  research  and  instruc- 
tion which  is  essential  to  our  coun- 
try’s existence  and  development. 

Even  if  these  reports  are  some- 
what exaggerated  and  sometimes 
based  on  less  than  accurate  informa- 
tion and  faulty  interpretation,  as  the 
Education  Ministry’s  spokesman 
usually  claims,  the  general  picture  is 
at  best  confusing  and  at  worst,  dis- 
maying. 
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A SHORT  FEW  months  from  now 
we  will  celebrate  40  years  of  inde- 
pendence and  mark  35  years  since 
the  passage  of  the'  State  Education 
Act,  legislation  which  abolished  the 
“trend  system"  of  the  Yishuv  and 
established  the  state  school  system. 
The  achievements  of  our  schools  and  ; 
universities  during  these  three-and- 
a- half  decades  are  often  impressive 
by  any  standard;  and  even  more  so 
under  the  circumstances  which  char- 
acterize life'  in  our  beleaguered 
country.  The  past,  however,  is  no 
guarantee  of  the  future;  practices 
and  programmes  which  were  once 
appropriate  may  no  longer  be  suit- 
able or  sensible.  ° 

Before  we  embark,  however,  on 
radical  changes  in  policy  and  long- 
range  programmes  of  significant 
consequence,  the  public  is  entitled  to 
an  accurate  assessment  of  the  quality 
of  the  education  provided  by  the 
nation's  schools  on  all  levels.  The 
free'  flow  of  information  is  the  life- 
blood of  democratic  governance; 
knowledge  is  the  irreducible  base  of 
responsible  citizenship. 

In  the  absence  of  such  a data  base, 
discussion  about  particular  plans  and 
programmes  are  meaningless  and 
potentially  misleading.  In  order  to 
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provide  the  public  with  what  it  must 
know  if  it  is  to  participate  in  con- 
structive debate,  I suggest  - and  this 
is  the  purpose  of  this  letter — that  Mr . 
Navon  appoint  a non-partisan  public 
committee,  composed  of  as  wide  a 
range  of  competencies  and  experi- 
ence as  practically  possible,  and 
charge  it  with  the  responsibility  of 
reporting  to  the  nation  on  the  cur- 
rent condition  of  our  sohools, 
together  with  broad  guidelines  for 
policy. 

The  recently  published  American 
report,  A Nation  at  Risk , provides  a 
model  for  the  work  of  the  committee 
proposed  here. 

I do  not  want  to  minimize  either 
the  difficulties  involved  in  the  crea- 
tion of  such  a committee  or  the 


complexities  connected  with  the  pre- 
paration of  an  objective  statement.  I 
do  want  to  emphasize  that  a faltering 
public  confidence  in  the  ability  of 
our  schools  to  meet  the  extraordin- 
ary challenges  which  confront  us  can 
be  affected  only  by  imaginative  in- 
itiatives. 

I have  no  doubt  that  the  final 
report  of  the  committee  will  draw 
criticism  from  many  quarters.  That 
will  be  the  beginning  of  the  kind  of 
public  discussion  which  is  essential 
to  charting  the  course  of  our  educa- 
tional efforts  for  the  coming  decade 
-and  beyond.

DEMONSTRATIONS  are  never 
pleasant  experiences,  and  their  pro- 
liferation in  modem  society  is  one  of 
the  less  fortunate  side-effects  of  the 
democratic  system.  This  is  why  so 
many  citizens  of  Jerusalem  have 
kept  away  from  the  protests  against 
Shabbat  desecration,  despite  the  fact 
that  they  are  opposed  to  public 
Shabbat  desecration  no  less  than 
their  more  vociferous  haredi 
brethren. 

It  is  a serious  mistake  to  think  that 
only  certain  haredi  elements  are  con- 
cerned about  the  gibwing  number  of 
Shabbat  violations.  If  a count  were 
taken,  those  supporting  Shabbat 
observance  would  constitute  a clear 
majority  — though  some  of  them 
would  not  ordinarily  regard  them- 
selves as  “religious.”  Moreover, 
they  are  a growing  majority;  most 
newcomers  to  Jerusalem  are  of  a 
religious  hue,  while  those  leaving 
Jerusalem  are  from  the  non-religious 
camp. 

Jerusalem  has  a special  character 
and  quality  of  its  own.  The  world 
knows  about  it,  visitors  expect  to 
find  it,  and  Jews  are  here  to  enjoy  it. 


A gross  over-reaction 


Moreover,  the  religious  expression 
which  was  (and  is)  so  difficult  to 
experience  in  other  countries  is  here 
taken  for  granted;  and  it  is  unthink- 
able that  religious  Jews  should  not 
feel  at  home  in  Jerusalem,  or  that 
they  should  be  ghettoized  and  kept 
in  restricted  areas. 

Living  a religious  Jewish  life  is  not 
something  which  can  be  confined  to 
the  privacy  of  one’s  home.  It  re- 
quires a sense  of  normalcy,  the 
atmosphere  of  the  street,  the  peace- 
fulness and  quiet  of  the  Shabbat,  and 
so  on.  All  this  needs  to  be  taken  for 
granted;  and  thank  God  it  has  been 
taken  for  granted  until  now  with 
regard  to  Jerusalem.  This  peace 
must  not  be  allowed  to  be  shattered. 
The  president  himself  has  recog- 
nized the  need  and  expressed  it. 

The  opening  of  cinemas  on  Shab- 
bat, no  matter  how  devious  the 
method,  is  but  one  step  down  on  a 
slippery  slope  towards  making  Jero- 
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salem  into  another  secular  Middle 
Eastern  city.  The  cinemas  wQI  en- 
courage other  places  of  entertain- 
ment. Restaurants  would  follow  (at 
least  one  has  already  dared).  It 
would  not  be  long  before  Egged  was 
running  on  Shabbat  as  on  any  other 
day  of  die  week.  Have  we  waited  for 
two  thousand  years  in  order  to  re- 
build Jerusalem  as  another  Cairo  or 
Nineveh?  Is  this  what  Jewish  living  is 
all  about? 


have  been  hair-raising.  Seeing  orga- 
nized phalanxes  of  helmetted  police 
with  swinging  batons  charging  chant- 
ing Jews,  with  the  added  play  of  tear 
gas  and  cheering  in  the  background, 
made  me  wonder  if  this  really  was 
taking  place  in  our  Jewish  home- 
land. If  Jews  had  been  charged  this 
way  in  any  other  country,  every 
Jewish  organization  would  be 
screaming  “anti-Semitism.’’ 

I prayed  on  Shabbat  morning  at 
the  Yeshurun  Synagogue.  The  con- 
gregation there  also  went  out  and 
prayed  “Mussaf  ’ on  the  road.  A 
little  higher  up  there  was  the  con- 


gregation of  the  Great  Synagogue  - 
also  outside . All  was  quiet , and  not  a 
policeman  was  in  sight.  How  is  it  that 
at  some  other  points  downtown  the 
police  were  there  in  force  with  all 
their  paraphernalia,  including  water 
cannon,  and  the  TV  crews  were 
waiting  in  the  wings  - all  at  the  right 
place  at  the  right  moment?  Was  not 
their  very  presence  a provocation? 

I am  shocked  and  saddened  that 
there  has  not  been  a public  outcry 
about  this  horribly  gross  over- 
reaction.  We  talk  much  about  the 
evidence  of  man's  inhumanity  to 
man  where  others  are  involved.  Has 
our  sense  of  outrage  been  blunted 
when  it  concerns  the  attitude  of  Jew 
to  Jew?
